T8:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  for  the  year  1 969 . 

The  births  and  deaths  recorded  were  very  much  on  a par  with  those  of 
the  previous  year  and  the  rates  per  1,000  population  when  adjusted  for 
comparative  purposes  compared  very  favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales. 
Reference  to  the  age  groupings  of  the  deaths  will  explain  the  preponderance  of 
heart  and  circulatory  diseases  in  the  causes  listed  while  the  deaths  of 
fifteen  persons  over  the  age  of  75  years  were  attributable  to  pneumonia. 

Deaths  from  cancer  per  1,000  estimated  population  also  exceeded  the 
national  rate  but  this  again  can  no  doubt  be  explained  by  the  high  average 
population  age,  half  of  the  deaths  from  this  cause  being  in  the  age  group  75 
years  plus . 

Measles  was  mildly  epidemic  during  the  year.  7/hile  on  the  subject  of 
infectious  disease  it  is  noted  that  the  numbers  of  children  reported  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  as  receiving  the  various  primary  vaccinations  or 
immunisation  during  the  year  were  low  compared  with  the  1 968  numbers : it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  this  is  not  due  to  complacency  as  the  importance  to  children 
and  to  the  community  at  large  of  these  protective  measures  which  are  so  freely 
available  cannot  be  ov er- emphasised. 

The  services  essential  for  the  promotion  of  a high  standard  of  public 
health  and  also  understandably  demanded  by  modern  development  are  now 
available  in  the  residential  areas  of  the  district  and  satisfaction  must  be 
expressed  at  the  rate  of  progress  attained  in  their  provision.  As  expressed 
in  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  there  is 
however  still  room  for  improvement  in  the  refuse  collection  service  and  I have 
no  doubt  that  any  recommendations  to  this  end  by  Mr.  Finn  as  a result  of  the 
recent  Work  Study  carried  out  will  receive  your  favourable  consideration. 

It  is  again  gratifying  to  record  that  one  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection 
service  was  provided  by  your  two  Inspectors. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I express  to  you  and  to  the  members  of 
the  Public  Health  and  other  Council  Department  staffs  my  appreciation  of  the 
courtesy,  support  and  co-operation  which  I have  received  from  you  all  since  I 
assumed  office  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

SECTION  B 


general  provision  of  heath  service 

(a)  Hospitals 

St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Etchinghill,  situated  within  the  Rural 
District,  provides  accommodation  for  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronic  sick 
and  is  administered  by  the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

Appropriate  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases,  maternity 
cases  and  infectious  diseases  are  provided  by  the  Board’s  Hospitals 
elsewhere  in  the  region. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  undertakes  the  examination 
of  pathological  and  other  specimens  as  well  as  the  routine  bacteriological 
examination  of  water,  milk  and  other  samples. 

(c)  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Service 

These  domiciliary  services  are  provided  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  which  is  the  administrative  authority  for  them  in  the  Rural  area.

The  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  Education 
Authority  provides  various  specialist  and  consultant  services  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers,  infants,  toddlers  and  children  of  school  age.  The 
The  Regional  Hospital  Board  also  provides  clinics  serving  the  Rural  area, 
including  those  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  and 
venereal  diseases. 

( e)  Ambulance  Service 

The  service  is  administered  and  operated  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  with  ambulance  stations  in  the  neighbouring  towns.

There  were  no  deaths  of  un-notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  during 
the  year. 


Of  the  five  patients  whose  names  were  removed  from  the  Register 
during  1969  two  male  pulmonary  cases  died  and  two  were  reported  as 
’“recovered";  the  female  non-pulmonary  patient  was  regarded  as  recovered. 

Of  the  two  patients  who  died,  the  primary  cause  of  death  in  one  case 
was  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  (regarding  tuberculous  persons  employed 
in  the  milk  trade)  or  Section  172  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  (regarding 
the  compulsory  removal  of  tuberculous  patients  to  hospital). 

5.  Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations  1966:  Aliens  Order  1953: 

Commonwealth  Immigrants  Act  1962: 

During  the  year  incoming  passengers  numbered  119,506  and  aircraft 
3,972:  of  these  passengers  39,35 8 were  aliens  and  7,095  Commonwealth 
citizens  subject  to  control  under  the  Commonwealth  Immigrants  Act  1962. 
There  were  no  medical  examinations. 

As  the  result  of  an  incident  during  the  year  involving  the  arrival 
of  a sick  passenger  whose  symptoms  were  suggestive  of  infectious  disease 
which  did  not  in  fact  develop,  the  names  of  Dr.  J.  Scoular  Buchanan  and 
Dr,  B.M.  Woodward  were  added  to  the  panel  of  doctors  authorised  to  act  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  under  the  Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations  1966. 
Thus  ample  medical  cover  will  be  available  on  the  rare  occasion  when  the 
services  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer  will  be  required.

The  extension  from  Lympne  village  to  Ashford  Airport,  which  included 
a sewage  pumping  station  and  approximately  1,230  yards  of  rising  main,  was 
completed.  The  scheme  serves  Ashford  Airport,  Lympne  Country  Club,  South 
Coast  Y/elders  Ltd.,  Skyfotos  and  3 private  houses. 


0>)  Cesspool  Emptying 

Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  one  1,200  gallon 
Ford-Eagle  emptier  and  by  hiring  vehicles  from  Messrs.  Purle  Waste 
Disposal  Ltd. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  was  to  three  points  in  the  District 
- Mudsole,  Hawkinge;  Duke  Street,  Elham  and  Etchinghill. 

Because  of  the  high  cost  of  hiring  emptier s London  Borough's 
Management  Services  Unit  were  instructed  to  carry  out  a Work  Study  of  this 
service.  The  study  will  be  completed  in  1970  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
it  will  show  that  it  would  be  more  economical  and  convenient  for  the  Council 
to  acquire  a second  emptier  of  larger  capacity  and  to  dispense  with  the 
hired  vehicles. 

No  separate  charge  was  levied  for  cesspool  emptying  and  no  limit 
was  imposed  on  the  number  of  emptyings  per  cesspool.

No  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  came  to  light  during  the  year,  and 
there  were  fewer  dwellings  affected  by  cluster  flies  and  wasps. 

6.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Fortnightly  kerbside  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  undertaken  by 
direct  labour  using  one  Austin  12/20  cu. yd,  rear  loader  and  one  Ford/S  & 

D 35  cu. yd.  Pakamatic  rear  loader. 

The  Austin  vehicle  is  now  uneconomical  to  run  because  of  the  increasing 
cost  of  repairs  and  tenders  are  to  be  invited  in  the  new  year  for  the  supply 
of  a second  Ford/S  & D 35  cu.yd.  Pakamatic,  but  without  a crew  cab. 

London  Boroughs ’ Management  Services  Unit  oompleted  the  Work  Study 
and  although  they  had  not  reported  to  the  Council  by  the  end  of  the  year 
it  is  anticipated  that  with  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  it  will  be  possible 
to  provide  a weekly  kerbside  collection  of  refuse  in  the  larger  villages 
without  increasing  the  number  of  vehicles  or  men.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
in  the  very  near  future  the  Council  will  find  it  possible  by  the  provision 
of  an  additional  vehicle  and  men  to  give  a weekly  collection  throughout  the 
District. 


Refuse  has  continued  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  Blindhouse  Lane  Tip. 

Negotiations  between  the  Boroughs  of  Folkestone,  Dover  and  Hythe  and 
the  Rural  District  Councils  of  Dover  and  Elham  for  the  provision  of  a 
refuse  destructor  at  Hawkinge  proceeded.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
planning  inquiry  for  the  Hawkinge  Brickfield  site  and  approach  road  will 
be  held  in  the  New  Year.  The  Borough  of  Dover,  although  wishing  to  be 
kept  informed  of  progress  being  made  in  this  project,  had  stated  that  they 
wished  to  provide  their  own  refuse  destructor  in  Dover.
